Foundation Protection Should Be in The Plan 


% Most of the complaints made by home buyers who are plagued by wet base- 
ments could have been avoided by damp-proofing treatment applied to the outside 
of foundation walls before the earth was filled in. It is an easy job to apply this 
coating while the walls are uncovered but, because of the excavation required, it is 
difficult and costly after the landscaping has been completed. 


Nearly all foundation walls are sufficiently porous to admit moisture if the earth 
holds water for any length of time after a rainfall. Most foundation materials are 
honeycombed by tiny air cells, averaging 25% of total volume in mortar and 
13% to 15% in concrete mix. Water may seep through these cells or may be 
drawn in by capillarity, the same way a blotter absorbs liquid. 


Damp-proof coating, usually applied in two coats to the exterior surface of the 
walls, will effectively prevent this kind of seepage and capillary action and keep 
the walls dry and free from discoloration. 


Where there is actual water pressure, as from standing water or from underground 
springs, membrane waterproofing, which consists of alternate layers of pitch and 
fabric which form a continuous waterproof envelope around the sides and through 
the floor of the foundation is recommended. This type of treatment not only 
will withstand water pressure, but will also preserve its effectiveness even if cracks 
are produced in the walls due to settling after the house is completed. 


No matter which treatment is used, the time to apply it is during construction, 
not after the basement begins to leak. A cure may be difficult and expensive... 
but prevention is practical. Waterproofing or damp-proofing should be in the plan.
